Formation panel 
to begin search 
for personnel 


Leftists launch 
new offensive

“Wanted — Administrative aide. Must 
be well-educated, be able to type, for­ 
mulate budgets and be skilled in ac­ 
counting. He must be able to explain 
complex issues to the press and to the 
public, must be able to deal skillfully 
with local, county, state and federal of­ 
ficials, and must be able to stay on the 
job nights if necessary ‘to run the 
duplicator machine.' Salary, possible 
$1,500 a month. Also a secretary with 
multiple talents." 
That s the kind of ad that’s going out 
soon in a search for personnel to staff the 
county's fledgling County Formation 
Commission. 
Commission chairman John Flynn of 
Ventura did all the right things Wednes­ 
day as he guided the five-member body 
through only its second session since it 
was appointed by Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr. 
The commission is charged with 
producing a feasibility report on 
proposals to split Santa Barbara County 
in two at Gaviota. 
Flynn gaveled the meeting to order 
promptly at 3:30 p.m. as scheduled in 
Santa Maria City Hall. Flynn made it 
clear that the commission was pledged 
to serve both north and south portions of 
the county, that all meetings with a 
quorum or more of the members present 
will be held in public, except for ex­ 
ecutive sessions for the hiring or firing of 
personnel, and he made it clear that the 
meetings will be held alternately in 
various cities and that he would maintain 
a barrier between the commission and 
the administrative authority of the 
county. 
Flynn spelled out his dedication to the 
Brown Act governing secret meetings by 
public bodies, pledged the commission to 
seek objectivity in the end product. 


An estimated IOO persons were on hand 
for the opening gavel. That number 
dwindled to a handful as the meeting 
progressed and at adjournment there 
were only a few persons present. Flynn 
and other commissioners apologized for 
the slowness of the action, but said they 
were determined to deal responsibly 
with the weighty task of producing a 
feasibility report. The commission has 
180 days to do its job, but could take up to 
one year, Flynn said. 
Moneywise, the commission has some 
questions. Individually the commis­ 
sioners are to get $50 a day plus expenses 
but it remained uncertain how the money 
would come to them. Flynn said he 
would investigate the question personal­ 
ly 
The commission approved motions 
calling for the acquisition of scores of 
documents and a large body of informa­ 
tion that will be needed in compiling the 
feasibility report, and asked the county 
for the use of the county counsel’s office 
for legal guidance at each meeting. 
Prominent among members of the 
audience, who spoke, were Sherri Hib- 
bits of Lompoc; Howard Hager of Santa 
Maria Valley; and Hilary Burke of Santa 
Maria. Mrs. Hibbits was an official of 
the Save Santa Barbara County Commit­ 
tee that opposed the split proposal during 
the petition drive by proponents. Yester­ 
day, she confined her appearance to in­ 
viting the commission to hold one of its 
meetings in Lompoc. Hager criticized 
the boundary line drawn by the split 
proponents, based on the research that 
led him to oppose the split. Mrs. Burke 
has been described as an outspoken 
proponent of the split and the wife of a 
Santa Maria City Councilman. 
The commission will meet next on Oct. 
25 at 3.30 p.m. in offices of the Solvang 
Municipal Improvement D istrict,

Vengeful leftists opened a new offen­ 
sive today against West Germany, 
following the killing of industrialist 
Hanns-Martin Schleyer with dozens of 
firebomb and terror attacks against 
German enterprises across Europe. 
~ Ideological affies of Schleyer's killers 
said they were acting to avenge the 
death in prison of terrorist leader 
Andreas Baader and two of his com­ 
rades 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
said the past weeks of violence against 
Schleyer and the hostages aboard the 
Lufthansa plane hijacked to the Middle 
East and Africa have left the people of 
Europe with feelings of “impotent rage, 
pain, sorrow.” 
His government vowed to strike back 
and hunt down Schleyer’s killers, who 
left their 62-year-old victim’s body in the 
trunk of a car abandoned in Mulhouse, 
France. 
“They will have no rest,” a German 
government spokesman said as thou­ 
sands of wanted posters naming 16 
suspects were distributed. “We will give 
them no chance.” 
But even as police pressed their search 


for the kidnap-killers, attacks against 
West German business spread today 
across France and Italy. Greek police 
fought a gunbattle with a pair of 
terrorists who tried to destroy a German 
electrical factory in Athens. 
Police in Paris arrested a young 
motorcyie rider carrying cans of gas­ 
oline which were alleged to have been 
destined for use in setting fire to a West 
German tourist bus in one of many inci­ 
dents in France intended as retaliation 
for Baader's death. 
Authorities in Germany said the 
prisoners committed suicide, but leftists 
throughout Europe believe they were sl­ 
ain by their guards. Baader’s lawyer 
said his client was shot in the back of the 
head. 
Two warehouses operated by the West 
German 
automobile 
manufacturers 
Mercedes and Volkswagen at Toulouse. 
France, and another at Versailles, near 
Paris, were bombed during the night. 
In Italy, police reported bombings or 
firebombings aimed at German offices, 
factories and automobile showrooms in 
Rome, Florence, Bologna, Genoa and the 
Rome beach resort of Ostia. Damage 
was light in most cases.

ATLANTA (UPI) — A suspected 
Georgia bank robber today hijacked a 
Frontier Airlines jetliner in Nebraska 
and forced it to fly to Atlanta via Kansas 
City to free from jail a prisoner who ad­ 
mitted to police in Alabama that he had a 
homosexual relationship with the 
hijacker. 
The Boeing 737 jetliner, with l l pas­ 
sengers and four crew on board, landed 
at Hartsfield, the second busiest airport 
in the nation, at 12:02 p.m. EDT

House debates 
exchange of 
bomber funds 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - House 
members debated today in another con­ 
frontation over the Bl bomber which 
President Carter wants shelved. 
A $6 8 billion supplemental appropria­ 
tions bill now being debated contains 
$494.5 million for the Defense Depart­ 
ment — $233.5 million of which is for 
programs Carter wants instead of the Bl 
program. 
The original plan called for the produc­ 
tion of 244 planes at a cost of $26 billion. 
Conservatives, 
including Reps. L.F. 
Sikes, D-Fla., and Robert K. Doman. R- 
Calif., want to revive the Bl and have of­ 
fered an amendment to spend $1.4 billion 
to produce five more swing-wing 
bombers 
A liberal proposal, led by Rep. Robert 
Carr, D-Mich., argues Carter’s June 30 
decision to stop Bl production meant the 
United States was trading penetrating 
bombers in favor of cruise missiles, rela­ 
tively inexpensive missiles with nuclear 
warheads that could be launched outside 
an enemy's borders 


as Thomas Michael Hannan, 29, of Grand 
Island, Neb The prisoner he came to 
free was identified as George David 
Stewart. 29, a native of Mobile, Ala. 
They were arrested in Alabama in 
September after allegedly holding up an

Siting decision on LNG port 
may not be clear-cut after all 


County Formation Commission hoping 
one critic will prove to be wrong in 
predicting it will take IO years to do a 
feasibility report on the county split. 


(Editor’s note: This is the last in a 
series of articles about the proposed 
LNG facility.)

Since Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., last 
month signed SB 1081, the LNG Terminal 
Act of 1977. predictions from either side 
of the fence have been uniform — LNG 
at Pt. Conception. 


But, the decision may not be that clear­ 
cut and there is a growing crowd who are 
not completely convinced. 
The bill gives the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission the final authority to issue a per­ 
mit to operate a single, onshore LNG ter­ 
minal. As an urgency statute, the legisla­ 
tion sets a July 13,1978 deadline for issu­ 
ing the permit. 
Prior to the final deadline, the Coastal 
Commission is required under the bill to 
submit a preliminary list Feb 1,1978 and 
a final report May 31, 1978 which 
evaluates and ranks potential sites for 
the terminal. 
“We have an independent role in the 
Coastal Commission to rank the least 
objectionable sites in that order,” ex­ 
plained Bill Ahern, ports and energy 
coordinator for the Coastal Commission 
“The PUC could only grant a permit 
for the number one site in our study un­ 
less they deem it would take too long to 
construct a terminal there. In that 
case,” he said “they could overrule the 
Coastal Commission ” 
"We are just starting the evaluation 
process now,” Ahem said earlier this 
month. “We’re assembling wind and 
wave data and various other informa­ 
tion 
“There will be no preconceptions that 
Pt. Conception will be the primary site. 
We are starting from scratch. 
“We are looking at every possible site. 
In three major studies ... there has 
already been an evaluation of 50 to 60 
sites, and we will look at even more. 
“February is pretty damn tight, but 
we have studies and EIRs (environmen­ 
tal impact reports) for all kinds of 
coastal sites, so we won’t be starting 
from ground zero ” 
Ahern said the Coastal Commission 
would be able to meet its two deadlines 
although he admitted their reports might 


not be as thorough as they could be with 
a little more time. 
But, opponents hoped that whatever 
site the PUC finally chose could hang in­ 
definitely in limbo if the Federal Power 
Commission attempted to pre-empt the 
state's authority. 
The FPC staff earlier indicated if 
favored the Oxnard site and Western 
LNG Terminal Associates were seeking 
a similar nod for Pt. Conception. 
But, the FPC is out of the picture as of 
Oct. I when the federal Department of 
Energy was created. 
An arm of the Department of Energy, 
the Economic Regulatory Administra­ 
tion has picked up the Pt. Conception 
docket and will conduct extensive hear­ 
ings on the proposal starting this morn­ 
ing in Los Angeles. 
Indications from the ERA staff are 
that the federal agency wants to take a 
closer look at the Pt. Conception 
proposal starting from the bottom — the 
alleged urgency of LNG for California. 
Reports also have the ERA anxious to in­ 
vestigate local impact, land use, alter­ 
native onshore as well as offshore sites 
and safety of the polemic proposal. 
Besides Santa Barbara County, at least 
four other groups — the Sierra Club, 
Santa Barbara Citizens for Environmen­ 
tal Defense, Bixby Ranch Co., and the 


Hollister Ranch Owners Association — 
have filed petitions to intervene in 
today’s hearings. 
An independent study of the state’s 
natural gas situation, which county en­ 
vironm ental coordinator Albert 
Reynolds plans to present, may be the 
bombshell of the hearings 
The report from the San Francisco 
firm. Research Planning Associates, is 
dated Oct. IO 
Reynolds told the Santa Barbara 
County Board of Supervisors earlier this 
week that the report is a “blockbuster” 
that has Sacramento officials “literally 
in a tizzy.” 
Reynolds has been quoted as saying 
the study casts serious doubts on the 
need for LNG in any form in California 
before 1990. 
The independent study has only 
spawned further doubt of the urgency of 
LNG for the state which has been steadi­ 
ly growing since Gov. Brown’s recent 
goodwill trip to Alberta, Canada. 
These events along with the North 
Alaskan project and previous disclosures 
of natural gas reserves in Mexico and 
other parts of Canada, have raised hopes 
that terminal siting could be postponed. 
Brown, too, has indicated a delay is pos­ 
sible which might allow for reconsidera­ 
tion of an offshore site The utilities have 
said an offshore dock is at least six to 


eight years away. 
But. the utility coalition is skeptical 
and warns against further setbacks. 
“None of those potential sources is yet 
under contract and the volumes involved 
are indefinite," Western LNG Pres. 
Keith McKinney cautioned in a press 
release issued last week. 
“We do have long-term 20 to 2&-year 
contracts and they could be jeopardized 
by further delays in siting and construc­ 
tion of the plant.” 
“We are opposed to Oxnard and Los 
Angeles Harbor also,” said Sierra Club 
Coastal Coordinator Norbert Dali, “but 
we are not opposed to an LNG siting 
facility period. We recognize there may 
be a need for LNG at some time, but 
whether it is in 1981 is another question. 
With natural gas that has been promised 
to California from Alaska and Mexico, 
we won’t need LNG by 1981 and we may 
not need it at all.” 
“The smartest thing the gas com­ 
panies could have done and still could do 
would be to open up another site selec­ 
tion process where they wouldn't stir up 
this kind of opposition,” said Santa Bar­ 
bara attorney Phillip Marking, who 
predicted any planned construction at 
Pt. Conception would be postponed in­ 
definitely. 
"They’ve backed into a corner and we 
have no choice but to fight.” 
Gas firm may seek report ban

County authorities reportedly have 
received word from gas company 
authorities that they may seek a court in- 
junction to prohibit a report casting 
doubt on impending disastrous gas shor­ 
tages in California by the early 1960s be­ 
ing placed by county officials before a 
Federal hearing opening today in Los 
Angeles, it was learned late Wednesday. 


The report has been identified by 
County Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F. Reynolds as having state 
authorities intent on pushing for quick 
approval of the Pt Conception site for a 
liquefied natural gas facility as being in 
a “tiizy.” 


The hearing of the Economic Regular­ 
ly Administration of the new Federal 
Department of Energy has to do with the 
siting of California’s first LNG port, and 
the Board of Supervisors is seeking to 
win intervention by the county to place 
new evidence before the Federal 
authorities to consider offshore Califor­ 
nia sites. New data could also place the 
Pt. Conception site in a different light, it 
was learned. 
Reynolds indicated the report of 
Resource Planning Associates, Inc., of 
San Francisco, a consultant hired by the 
county to assist with an environmental 
impact report on the proposed terminal 
at Pt. Conception, backs county 
authorities who have urged a more 


deliberate approach in looking at various 
sites. 
Only site on the docket of the Federal 
hearing is Oxnard, but county officials 
have been warned that the Federal 
energy panel might well make other 
findings at the hearing concerning the 
Pt Conception site. 
County supervisors have criticized 
state authorities for having legislation 
passed that would give state priority to 
the Pt. Conception site, without Santa 
Barbara County having a voice in the 
matter, as to adverse impacts of a 
project of tremendous magnitude. 
Reynolds has findings made by the San 
Francisco firm casts strong doubts on 
the need for LNG before 1990

Art as basic to education 
as reading, professor says

Art is the Fourth R in educa­ 
tion. a “basic” as valuable as 
reading, writing and arithmetic. 
But schools neglect it or con­ 
sider it a lower priority. 
They’re “asking for trouble,” 
distinguished 
professor Dr. 
Harry Broudy told Lompoc 
educators Tuesday. 
By art, Dr. Broudy did not 
mean fingerpainting or a class 
trip to the opera. He meant the 
development of the “aesthetic 
eye.” the ability to understand 
the artist’s world of imagina­ 
tion. 
The University of Illinois 
Professor Emeritus, author of 
many books and articles on 
education, spoke to Lompoc 
school adm inistrators and 
teachers. 
P ro f. 
B roudy n oted a 
“strange and disturbing” od­ 
dity. 
The fine arts seem to be 
flourishing in society, he said: 
"symphony orchestra seasons 
are oversubscribed, dance 
troupes abound, museums stage 
exhibitions that people line up 
for hours to see. Time and 


Newsweek regularly report on 
the arts.” 
But music and art programs 
in the schools “remain on the 
periphery of the curriculum,” 
he said “They command scant 
tim e in the e le m e n ta r y 
program and mostly remain as 
electives in the secondary 
school.” 
“Why the disparity? Why the 
discrepancy between the ad­ 
miration and patronage of arts 
outside the school, and the 
m ea g e rn ess, 
sc a n tin e ss, 
stinginess of the public schools 
towards them?” 
Perhaps few realize, he 
suggested, the pervasiveness of 
the “aesthetic experience .. on 
which all thought, judgment 
and action depend "

“We rely on aesthetic clues 
not only to pick dog food and cat 
food,” he said, “but to elect 
presidents.” 
Politicians now 
invest large sums of money in 
building images. 
“We live and act by images, 
not by facts." Prof. Broudy 
said. 
We judge people and 
things by appearances. 
We understand what we read 
because of the images stored in 
our minds, he said: For exam­ 
ple. you could not look up “work 
around the clock" in the dic­ 
tionary but have to grasp the 
non-literal meaning of the 
phrase 
“Failures in reading are not 
due primarily to technique, but 
to the poverty of the child’s 
store of images.” Dr Broudy 
said. 
“The neglect of the imagina­ 
tion — which we do — is a 
bigger obstacle to literacy 
than the lack of mechanics ” 
Whatever it contributes to 
other academic skills, however, 
the aesthetic experience is 
valuable in itself. Prof. Broudy 
said. 
And he argued it should be 
made a part of general educa­ 
tion. 
meaning “ everybody 
needs it.” 
Dr. Broudy emphasized that 
no special programs or formal 
instruction are necessary to 
teach perception of "everyday 
a esth etic ob jects such as 
scenery, facial expressions, 
speech and dress, landscaping 
or of the popular arts which are 
“learned by constant repetition 
and shared enthusiasm " 
Schooling is theoretically for 
“what can’t be picked up infor­ 
mally or incidentally anywhere 
else,” Dr Broudy said.

F C I s outgoing warden told a 
luncheon gathering yesterday. 
In the system ’s “ new at­ 
mosphere.”

The new more balanced and 
realistic approach, he said, also 
considers punishment, deten­ 
tion and d e t e r r e n c e as 
legitimate reasons to put men 
and women in prison. 
Grossman, warden at F.C.I 
since June of 1976, spoke at the 
Royal Coach Restaurant, and 
also announced his transfer In 
January to Terminal Island 
prison in Long Beach. 
“Clearly a get tough’ mood 
e x i s t s . ’’ Grossman said. 
“Thirty-five states have passed 
death penalty laws, 12 states 


have replaced discretionary 
sentencing with fixed-term, 
mandatory sentences, and 14

states have adopted measures 
to compensate victims of cer­ 
tain crimes.” 
Violent criminals should be 
locked up to protect society, he 
said, white-collar criminals 
sentenced “as a lesson and 
warning to o t h e r s , ’’ and 
organized crime figures im­ 
prisoned “so they cannot prey 
on the public for the period of 
time they are behind bars." 
Definite and mandatory 
sentencing, the “certainty of 
p u n is h m e n t.’’ 
can 
d eter 
criminals. Grossman said. 
As for rehabilitation, “most 
inmates are not sick, we do not 
know the causes of crime, and 
we have developed no sure 
cures.” he said 
While society demands a 
crackdown on crime, however, 
it also dictates more humane 
incarceration, the warden said. 
He cited a 1974 Supreme 
Court ruling: “There is no iron 
curtain drawn between the con­ 
stitution and the prisons of this 
country.” 
Inmates have won increased 
protection from cruel treat­ 
ment and standards of prison 
living conditions are being 


raised. 
“ These changes are not 
designed to pamper or coddle 
o ffe nd er s, but rather to 
eradicate the problems of the 
past.” Grossman said. “ For 200 
years we have locked up 
society’s offenders in cages 
that only serve to breed 
hostility, bitterness and further 
crime.” 
Not only is the crime rate ris­ 
ing. but there are repeat 
offenders—about 30 per cent of 
F C L Lompoc—and this makes 
for overcrowding. Designed for 
about 1.000 people, the local 
medium 
security 
facility 
houses almost 1,200 inmates, 
and the camp over 400, he said.

Grossman 
suggested that “non-dangerous 
offenders be placed in com­ 
munity programs like halfway 
houses 


“In the long run, however, 
new jails and prisons will have 
to be built both to house the con­ 
tinuing increase in population 
and to replace the ancient 
Bastilles that are so badly out­ 
dated.”

Stanley Radom, of Santa Ynez 
Valley, generated some heated 
comments 
The commission, with Radom 
the only member absent, voted 
5-4 to take the unusual action of 
proceeding with the Alter hear­ 
ing (Mi permit revocation mat­ 
ters without having present the 
commissioner in whose district 
the case originated 
Radom, a 
consultant called out of the 
county suddenly on a project, 
left word saying he requested a 
continuance to Nov. 9 when he 
would be able to sit in on the 
commission hearing once more. 
Radom had informed Plann­ 
ing Director Britt Johnson such 
a continuance would allow him 
to wind up getting evidence he 
still needed in the case. 
But the commission majority 
at the Wednesday session felt 
the requested delay wasn’t 


warranted, as the hearing was 
advertised, and some 20 Santa 
Ynez Valley folk were on hand 
to make statements on behalf of 
Alter. 
The commission wound up 
with actions that left both pro- 
Alter faction and those critical 
of his recreational complex 
somewhat equally disturbed. 
It voted 6-3 to continue the 
hearing to Nov. 9 — after 
almost two hours of testimony 
— but this only served to bring 
strong protest from Attorney 
Ronald Cook. counsel for Alter, 
and Alter’s supporters, in­ 
cluding former Planning Com­ 
missioner Boyd Bettencourt, a 
Santa Ynez Valley rancher. 
Cook said he would like to 
have the commission make a 
decision in the case Wednesday 
and offered to permit a second 
vote if it was seen that Radom’s 
vote would affect the decision.

Straub is ex­ 
pected to talk with Carter about 
forest management, welfare 
reform and the need for govern­ 
ment money for abortions. 
The governors also will at­ 
tend a meeting among Carter 
and 14 Colorado residents about 
problems of farmers and the 
need for states’ autonomy in 
management of water resour­ 
ces 
“ I think he (Carter) under­ 
stands water, but I don’t think 
he understands the extent to 
which water rights have been 
litigated, contested and protec- 
ted .'said Carlos Lucero, one of

Africa (UPI) - South Africa’s 
white newspapers today bluntly 
chastized the government’s 
crackdown on its critics, with 
one major newspaper warning 
of an im p e n d in g “ d ic ­ 
tatorship.” 
Die Transvaler — a staunch 
government supporter with 
several Cabinet ministers on its 
board — said the arrest of 70 
black leaders and shutting down 
of three newspapers was an act 
of “ frightened and foolish 
men.” 
In a special front-page 
editorial titled “Into An Age of 
Darkness,” the opposition Rand 
Daily Mail said the country was 
being led “into a dictatorship in 
which the last lights of freedom 
and dissent are extinguished.” 
But Police Minister Jimmy 
Kruger defended the action 
Wednesday, saying, “If ifs a 
choice between a tarnished im­ 
age and peace in my country, I 
choose peace in my country.” 
He said the crackdown was 
taken «.o help maintain public 
order endangered by a “small 
group of an arch ists,’’ and 
warned: “The situation will be 
watched closely and, if neces­ 
sary. new measures will be con­ 
sidered.” 
But Mrs. Helen Suzman, an 
opposition member of par­ 
liament, said the 70 black 
leaders seized under South 
Africa’s strict security laws 
were “the last of the modera­ 
tes.” 
“If the moderates are locked 
up,” Mrs. Suzman warned a 
student protest meeting, “it 
leaves the field wide open for 
the real ‘wild men’ of Soweto.” 
The crackdown “deeply dis­ 
turbed” the United States. 
State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter III 
said 
in 
Washington. “Our relations will 
hardly be improved by what has 
happened ” 
Britain’s Foreign Secretary 
David Owen called the develop 
ments “a tragic setback” to 
peaceful multiracial society. 
U N Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim warned in a state­ 


ment that “these measures will 
only aggravate the situation in 
South Africa.” 
Plainclothes and uniformed 
security police raided homes 
and offices of black lawyers, 
doctors, teachers, social wor­ 
kers, newsmen as well as 
clergymen of both races before 
dawn Wednesday. 
Some IOO white university 
students were seized as they 
marched in protest of the ac­ 
tions. 
Thai forces 
seize power 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— Thailand’s armed forces 
seized power in a bloodless 
coup today, ousting the civilian 
government of Prime Minister 
Tanin Kraivixien, dissolving 
parliament and abolishing the 
constitution. They promised a 
general election within four 
months. 
Official Radio Thailand an­ 
nounced the coup, which was 
led by Adm Sangad Chaloryoo, 
who also was leader of the Oct. 
6. 1978, military coup that 
ended three years of democra­ 
cy in Thailand. 
Troops were placed on alert 
throughout Bangkok, but no in­ 
cidents were reported. Coup 
leaders forbade 
political 
gatherings and said food 
hoarding would be severely 
punished. 
The rad io said T a n in ’s 
civilian government was dis­ 
solved along with parliament 
and the 1976 constitution 
abrogated. 
“The revolutionary party 
believes it can hold a general 
election in 1978,” Adm Sangad 
told the nation in a television 
address 90 minutes after the 
coup. 
Sangad, who was defense 
minister in the last government 
under Tanin, also promised his 
new revolutionary party would 
improve the economic and in­ 
ternal security situations 


Korean probe 
talk session fails 


AN estimated IOO business, agriculture, education and community 
leaders broke bread with Assemblyman Gary Hart today during a 
breakfast meeting billed as a means of maintaining communica­ 
tions with the legislature 
Hart said he was working to get the 
governor to call a special session of the legislature for considera­ 
tion of property tax relief; called his legislation on tax credits for 
solar installations in the home and commercial, “My most impor­ 
tant accomplishment” ; warned that even with the Peripheral 
Canal, the supply of state water may run out; and finally, said he 
supported the concept that Santa Barbara County should have 
some control over the location of an LNG facility. 
Researchers find stroke clues 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - A 
University of Cincinnati re­ 
search team has developed a 
new method of detecting blood 
vessel abnormalities in stroke- 
prone persons before they 
develop serious health prob­ 
lems. 
Neurology Professor Dr. 
Charles Olinger, and mechani­ 
cal engineering Professor Dr. 
Jack Wasserman have created 
a stethoscope-computer system 
that picks up and analyzes 
previously undetected sounds 
th at w arn of a c e re b ra l 
aneurysm — a ballooning weak 
spot in a blood vessel. 
The scientists have developed 


their system to the point where 
the computer can detect and 
report disturbance of blood flow 
through an affected artery 
Their findings are reported in 
the current issue of the Journal 
of Surgical Neurology. 
The device includes a stetho­ 


scope that picks up distinct 
sounds emitted by blood vessel 
abnormalities in the brain The 
sound waves are converted into 
electric signals, which are 
taped and analyzed by com­ 
puter, the research es ex­ 
plained. 


SEOUL, South Korea (UPI) 
— The United States and South 
Korea failed to agree today on 
how to question millionaire 
Tongsun Park in connection 
with the Korean influence ped­ 
dling scandal in Washington. 
The failure of the talks could 
cause renewed diplom atic 
squabbling between Seoul and 
Washington. 
Following 28 hours of mara­ 
thon talks over four days, 
justice officials from both sides 
issued a terse, one-sentence 
joint statement: “ We have been 
unable to reach an agreement.” 
No details of the discussions 
that began Monday were dis­ 
closed. W hether any more 
meetings are to be held in the 
future between the two coun­ 
tries was unclear, though 
Justice Minister Lee Sun-jung 
said he hopes there would be 
more talks. 
U.S. Assistant Attorney Gen­ 
eral Benjamin Civiletti, the 
chief U.S. negotiator, and two 
Justice Department officials 
hurried to Kimpo airport for a 
return flight home. Civiletti had 
said earlier that he did not think 
he would come back for more 
negotiations 
Park, allegedly the central 
figure in the influence-buying 
scandal, is under indictment by 
a U.S. federal grand jury on 36 
counts of corruption, mail fraud 
and bribery. 
The United States initially 
wanted Park to return to 
Washington for questioning and 
trial. Park refused to go and the 
Seoul government said it could 
not force him back because the 
two countries have no extradi­ 
tion treaty. 
But the Korean government 
said it would be willing to 
cooperate with the American 
investigation within the frame­ 
work of Korea’s sovereignty 
and international practices. 


which led to the visit to Seoul by 
Civiletti and his group 
The only clue to the issues 
raised at the Seoul meetings 
was a statement issued Tues­ 
day in which American officials 
said they had presented to the 
Korean side “possible terms 
and condition of a m utual 
p ro s e c u tio n 
a s s is ta n c e 
agreement” to be concluded 
between the two countries in 
the future. 
The Korean side, headed by 
Vice Justice M inister Lee 
Jongwon, countered with a 
“proposal for communication 
with Tongsun Park.” 
It was not clear what caused 
the talks to break down. There 
was speculation that the United 
States may still want to have 
Park back on U.S. soil — a 
proposition the South Koreans 
made clear they opposed 
When the two co u ntries 
agreed on the Seoul meeting. 
South Korean officials hoped 
the Park scandal would become 
a purely legal question rather 
than a diplomatic issue.

The Soviet Union says it has 
severed arm s supplies to 
Somalia and thrown its support 
to Ethiopia in the desert war 
between the two East African 
neighbors 
In an official statem ent, 
Ethiopia also acknowledged 
that, faced with a dozen seces­ 
sionist movements and internal 
rebellions scattered around the 
country, the situation inside 
Ethiopia bordered on total 
chaos. 
Radio Ethiopia and govern­ 
ment newspapers Wednesday 
said Soviet Ambassador Anato­ 
ly Ratanov told a news con­ 
ference that Russia had “of­ 
ficially and formally ... stopped 
arms supplies to Somalia’ and 
was now providing Ethiopia 
with “defensive weapons to 
protect her revolution ’’ 
It was Moscow’s first public 
acknowledgment it had severed 
supplies to Somalia, which until 
earlier this year was a major 
recipient of Soviet weapons 
Som alia, the first black 
African nation to establish 


close ties with Moscow, had 
given the Soviet Union a 
strategic toehold overlooking 
the Red Sea and its oil routes 
Diplomatic sources said the 
latest Soviet statement could 
signal the start of the with­ 
drawal from Somalia of some 
6.000 Soviet m ilita ry and 
economic advisers as Russia 
threw its entire weight behind 
Addis Ababa in the desert con­ 
flict. 
In the Ogaden desert conflict 
in Ethiopia's southeastern cor­ 
ner, Somali-backed guerrillas 
and government forces said 
heavy fighting was continuing. 
The Ethiopians claimed the 
killing of nearly 600 Somali in­ 
surgents in recent clashes near 
the city of Harar and in the 
southern Sidamo Province. 
The guerrillas said heavy 
fighting was continuing but that 
the insurgents still retained the 
“upper hand” in the clashes. 
In a separate official state­ 
ment, the embattled Ethiopian 
government said the situation 
inside the country was grim. 
They acknow ledged that 


“reactionaries” and secession­ 
ists had succeeded in storming 
bars and restaurants through­ 
out the country, and, said the 
s t a t e m e n t , 
c o m m i t t e d 
e c o n o m i c 
s a b o t a g e , 
brainwashed Ethiopians into 
their cause, infiltrated schools 
and influenced students, and 
caused severe problems in in­ 
dustrial and agricultural pro­ 
duction. 
The statement said two 
groups — the Ethiopian Demo­ 
cratic Union and the Ethiopian 
People’s Revolutionary Party 
— were “collaborating with the 
imperialists and the Somali 
regime to invade in every cor­ 
ner of the country.”

‘ Back in 1960, most such cou­ 
ples were older women with a 
young man as a tenant,” the 
report said. “Nowadays, the 
majority are young men shar­ 
ing living quarters with a young 
woman.” 


But despite the increase, the 
study 
said, 
“ co-habitating 
though unwed” couples make 
up only 2 per cent of the 
country’s current 48 million 
“couple households.” 


At 5 divorces per 1,000 pop­ 
ulation in M ay, 1977, the 
divorce rate was far above any 
other country. And the m ar­ 
riage rate dropped from ll per 
thousand in 1972 to 9.9 per thou­ 
sand this year.

— Only half the country’s 
total pregnancies from 1970-'75 
ended

“ legitim ate” live 
births. 
“Illegitimate” 
births 
rose from 7 to 8.5 per cent, and 
legally aborted births skyrock­ 
eted from 3.4 to nearly 20 per 
cent of all pregnancies. 


— One-third of all first births 
in the first half of the 1970s 
were conceived before mar­ 
riage, and one in IO of all

— Men with college degrees 
are most likely to marry and 
least likely to divorce. But 
women between 35 and 54 who 
have gone on to graduate school 
are “ below average" both in 
entering and remaining in a 
first marriage. 


But the study found “ mar­ 
riage and child-bearing are in 
no danger of extinction” in the 
United States, and despite ris­ 
ing rates of marital disruption, 
two-thirds of all first marriages 
taking place today are expected 
to last “until death do them 
part.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Brown adm inistration next 
month will send the legislature 
a proposal for a major revamp­ 
ing of the state’s unemploy­ 
ment insurance system, it was 
reported today. 
Although final details of the 
overhaul have not been deci­ 
ded, the Sacram ento Union 
said, it will include a revision of 
e lig ib ility re q u ire m e n ts 
which will generally make it 
tougher to obtain weekly un­ 
employment insurance checks 
and provide an expansion of 
benefits. 
The changes, however, will 
cost no more and possibily less 
than the current system and 
will not require an increase in 
the payroll taxes paid by 
em ployers to finance the 
system, officials told the Union. 
Martin Glick, director of the 
Employment Development De­ 
partment. appeared at a round­ 
table discussion of the system 
by two legislative committees 
Wednesday and presented a 
bare outline of the changes he 
wants. He later gave more 
details of the changes to a 
reporter. 
Glick said the most substan­ 
tive change needed is in Califor­ 
nia eligibility rules, considered 
to be among the most liberal in 
the nation. The present rule, un­ 
changed in five years, is that a 


worker have earned at least 
$750 in a 12-month base period 
to qualify for benefits, which 
range from $30 to $104 per 
week. 
Employer groups long have 
been attempting to raise the 
rule to $1,000 or some higher 
figure but their efforts have 
been blocked by organized 
labor. Labor has contended that 
raising the eligiblity level 
would cut off thousands of low- 
income seasonal workers from 
benefits. 
Glick said the administration 
will propose “some kind of 
minimal” work week standard. 
Under that proposal, the 
e a rn in g s 
te s t 
w ould 
be 
eliminated and a worker would 
qualify for benefits on the basis 
of how many weeks he had 
worked prior to losing his job. 
Glick said he was leaning 
toward a system under which a 
worker who had worked for 20 
weeks for example, would be 
entitled to a fraction — between 
50 per cent and IOO per cent - 
of that many weeks of un­ 
employment benefits. 
Such a test would make it 
easier, generally, for workers 
at the lowest income levels to 
qualify for employment and 
would cut off or reduce benefits 
to unemployed workers in 
highly paid but sporadic indus­ 
tries such as motion pictures.

“If in fact the article is cor­ 
rect in what it implies, then in 
fact the original statement is 
not true.” Francisco said when 
asked about his preliminary 
finding 
Among the drugs found in 
Presley's blood, the newspaper 
report 
said, were 
several 
tranquilizers and pain-killers, 
such as Valium. Dem erol, 
Codeine and an antihistamine. 
The report said the drugs 
were all 
within prescribed 
levels but the combination of 


them affected his heart, which 
was 50 per cent larger than nor­ 
mal at the time of his death, 
weighing 520 grams. 
The medical examiner told 
UPI the night Presley died he 
was acutely aware of rumors 
that the superstar had engaged 
in drug use in the months before 
he died.

The National Center for 
Health Statistics, a unit of the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, said Wed­ 
nesday the length of the doc­ 
to r’s visit varies with the 
specialty — from 11.9 minutes 
with a dermatologist to 46.9 
minutes with a psychiatrist. 
General and family physi­ 
cians. accounting for two of 
every five visits to a doctor’s 
office, spend 12.6 minutes with 
a patient, the survey said. But 
fo r th e 13 mo s t vi si t e d 
specialists the average face-to- 
face encounter between doctor 
and patient was a “ relatively 
brief” 15 minutes 
This does not include waiting 
time or time spent with a nurse 
or other health worker. 
The annual survey of health 
services provided in doctors' of­ 
fices. said to be the only 
national study of its kind, is be­ 
ing used increasingly by the 
medical profession, according 
to one of the authors. 
Medical schools, including 
Harvard, use it to shape their 
curriculums, he said. Young 
doctors just starting practices 
use the information to gauge 
the time they devote to various 
medical conditions. 
The latest survey in 1975 
found that prevention of illness 
rather than illness itself most 
often sends people to doctors’ 
offices, the setting where most 
Americans seek health care. 


Emergency rooms and clinics 
are far less frequently used.

the most frequent form of 
therapy provided in an office- 
based practice." the study said.

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Expert attributes many 
worker deaths to chemicals 


THE BETTER HALF 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - A 
UCLA health expert says 
800,000 workers nationwide are 
exposed 
to p o te n tia lly 
dangerous chemicals and that 
thousands of deaths have oc­ 
curred from occupational fac­ 
tors. 
Regulatory agencies must 
quickly adopt a policy to expose 
chemical industry “ trade se­ 
crets" and protect the public 


from a flood of dangerous new 
substances, said Dr. Les 
Breslow, dean of the UCLA 
School of public health. 
“ We’re falling behind rather 
than getting ahead,” Breslow 
Wednesday told a federal-state 
panel during its final day of 
hearings into the pesticide 
chemical DBCP, which has 
been linked to sterility and pos­ 
sibly cancer in workers. 


Breslow told the windup of 
the four-day investigation that 
“ DBCP may be just the tip of 
the iceberg.” He said the 
number of new industrial 
chemicals is “ incalculable,” 
but it has been estimated at 
about 25,000 annually. 
About 90 to 95 workers who 
worked with DBCP have been 
made sterile. And further tests 
of employes have been made 
Some Jewish-Americans 
trade easy life for Israel 


LA JOLLA (U PI) - Why do 2,400 Jews each 
year give up a live of comfort in the United 
States for one of hardship in Israel? 
Kevin Avruch. a graduate student in 
anthropology at the University of California, San 
Diego, decided to live for 15 months in Israel to 
find out what motivates these mostly young 
Americans to trade lifestyles. 
“ They’re a highly motivated group,” he con­ 
cludes. "One reason they go is to resolve the ten­ 
sion of being hyphenated Americans — Jewish- 
Americans To go to Israel is to go home, to be 
Jewish in a Jewish society 
But ifs not always easy, and the Israeli 
government estimates 17 to 20 per cent give up 
and return to the United States after three 
years Most leave because they can’t survive on 
the lower income 
Avruch says he was surprised at how many — 
among the I IO people he interviewed — had tried 
it before and given up 
“ Being Jewish is a very important part of 
their lives,” Avruch concluded, and they are 
motivated to “ Live a Jewish life in a Jewish 
society, where they will not be a subculture 


The adjustment is not easy — and while they 
find themselves among Jews in a Jewish land, 
their fellow Jews may come from 70 different 
countries. They don’t all have the same 
background. 
“ They must learn a difficult language, they 
must accept a much lower standard of living, 
and they must adjust to a very different society 
and culture," Avruch explains. 
For some professional people it may be es­ 
pecially difficult. “ It’s not easy to learn a 
language at age 30," Avruch explain, “ and doc­ 
tors have difficulty getting used to socialized 
medicine.” 


To do his research Avruch interviewed 29 
families for up to nine hours each, he “ did 
things" with them — such as attending language 
class, running errands, visiting government of­ 
fices. 


Many of the immigrants are living on from 
one-third to two-thirds of the income they were 
accustomed to. “ The standard joke in Israel 
goes: how do you make a small fortune in 
Israel? You come with a large fortune.”

Gabriel Gillotti, regional ad­ 
ministrator of the federal Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health 
program, and a member of the 
panel, agreed saying OSHA was 
“ moving as fast as we ever 
have" to close the gap between 
discoveries of new chemical 
elements and public informa­ 
tion about their hazards. 
Peter Weiner, chief counsel 
for the panel, said companies 
are required by law to disclose 
toxic effects of products to the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency but said he doubts their 
total compliance with the 
requirement. 
“ The history of our country,” 
Dr. Breslow, is that regulatory 
agencies tend to become in­ 
timate with the industries they 
regulate. 
He said a public body should 
be established to distribute in­ 
formation about new chemi­ 
cals as quickly as sound judg­ 
ments are made about them, 
and that university researchers 
can play a major part by 
cooperating so that industry 
“ confidentiality” does not 
abuse worker health. 
“ Information should be in the 
public arena as soon as results 
are known.” he said.

The Adult Film Association 
of America and a group of 
producers, distributors and ex­ 
hibitors of sex films sued the 
Times for $45 m illion in 
Superior Court Wednesday, ac­ 
cusing the newspaper of engag- 
ing in an “ in ten tio n al, 
malicious and willful” attack 
on their businesses. 
At the same time, another 
group — the Adult Film As­ 
sociation of the United States 
and others — filed a complaint 
in Washington with the Federal 
Trade Commission, asking that 
the Times be cited for illegal 
restraint of trade 
Ann Perry, president of the 
association that filed the law­ 
suit. said the two groups had no 
connection, but might discuss 
joining forces. 
The FTC petition argued that 
the Times banned advertise­ 
ments for movies that are not 
legally obscene "nor otherwise 
unlawful, but rather are com­ 
munication and expression pro­ 
tected by the free speech and 
free press provisions of the 
First Amendment of the U.S. 


Constitution ” 
It called the Times policy 
“ arbitrary, irrational and dis­ 
crim in a to ry,’’ 
since the 
newspaper accepts ads for 
health-endangering cigarettes 
and for movies dealing with 
harmful subjects, such as 
“ war. violence and racism ” 
A spokesman for the Times 
said the lawsuit “ is without 
merit" and the FTC petition “ is 
nothing more than an informal 
complaint ... It has no furthe’" 
legal significance and its 
charges are unfounded." 
Times publisher Otis Chan­ 
dler announced the ban Aug 23, 
calling sex movies an "indefen­ 
sible” social evil. 
The ban was quickly followed 
by similar announcements by 
the Valley News, a daily in sub­ 
urban Van Nuys owned by the 
Chicago Tribune, the Long 
Beach Independent-Press-Tel- 
egram. and the Spanish lan­ 
guage daily La Opinion.

shouldn’t be limited by what 
they can do. 
“ The Clairol image of what 
America should be is very far 
from the reality a person ex­ 
p e rie n ce s,” Brow n said 
Wednesday during a speech to 
250 leaders of the handicapped 
— many in wheelchairs and 
others “ hearing" him through 
the limber fingers of an in­ 
terpreter for the deaf. 
The governor said he was try­ 
ing to “ strip away” stereo­ 
types that have “ constrained 
human developm ent” and 
create a society in which unique 
talents are “ encouraged, nur­ 
tured and given space to 
emerge.” 
But he acknowledged 
“ there's still a long way to go in 
awareness of the potential of 
disabled people and their 
rights.” 
W hile promoting oppor­ 
tunities for the handicapped to 
develop as individuals, Brown 
also returned to his “ era of 
limits” theme, saying that he 
sometimes disagrees with 
Department of Rehabilitation 
Director Ed Roberts about the 
pace at which to institute costly 
new handicapped programs. 
In response to a question. 
Brown also pledged that the 
handicapped “ as well as ce­ 
ment mixers and highway 
types” will be considered for 
appointments to the new state 
Transportation Commission. 
He said he was soliciting 
from Roberts, himself a quadri­ 
plegic. names of disabled 
persons to serve on the new 
nine-member body. He pro­ 
mised to “ redouble my efforts 
in the next 12 months to expand 
the contribution of disabled 
people to the commission ’’ 
Brown listed among achieve­ 
ments for the handicapped 
legislation he signed creating 


an affirmative action program 
for the disabled and a measure 
providing fiscal incentives for 
the handicapped to work 
His hour-long speech to the 
special interest group followed 
by two days a three-city, 
campaign-like blitz of appear­ 
ances before foresters, medical 
assistants and family farmers.

the private foundation for help­ 
ing drug addicts and alcoholics.

A million pounds of vegeta­ 
bles. a complete auto wash and 
a hardwood gymnasium floor 
are among the items found 
along Synanon’s ambitious and 
well-organized collection route.

It rankled founder 
Charles Dederich when he had 
to turn down the boxcar of peas. 
He decided that Synanon 
should never turn away dona­ 
tions. and should set up a 
system of donating unsolicited 
material which it couldn’t use 
to other organizations 
Last December under Rand s 
direction the idea became a 
reality — in the form of a com­ 
puter keeping track of thou­ 
sands of donors and recipients. 
Recipients range from whole 
cities such as Detroit, Atlanta 
and Chicago down to individual 
boys’ clubs and churches 
A network of warehouses is 
used to store goods while it is 
worked out who gets them 
The largest single donation 
was 900.000 pounds of frozen 
vegetables, 
mostly 
potatoes, 
distributed to organizations 
throughout the nation 
“ The vegetables came from a 
firm in Idaho which had a 
freezer failure and the food was 
condemned 
for 
insurance 
purposes. To collect the insur­ 
ance they could not sell the food 
but could use the tax advantage 
if they gave it away.”

According to Howard Alcock, 
assistant Head of Operations at 
the dam. Cachuma is now at its 
lowest level since it was first 
filld in 1958. 


“The previous low was on 
January 7. 1973 but we passed it 
on August 20 of this year.” he 
said 


The lake, used for recreation 
as well as a reservoir for the 
Santa Ynez Valley and South 
Coast areas, can hold a total of 
204.000 acre fe e t of w ater 
before spilling over the dam. 
However, the level as of Oct. 18 
is 110.439 acre feet. Alcock 
noted 
The last spill occurred in 
1975. the third consecutive year 
the lake had reached capacity. 
Now those using the recreation 
areas find increasingly longer 
walks to reach the shoreline. 
“ W e d o n ’t e x p e c t any 
problems as far as recreation 


use is concerned.” Alcock said. 
“ The ram p s fo r th e boat 
landing areas were constructed 
to be moved further out as the 
water level went down Since 
they were in use during the 
period when the lake was first 
filled. I imagine they will be 
able to go along with the in­ 
creasingly lower water level.’’ 
When originally constructed, 
the lake was supposed to care 
for water needs during seven 
consecutive drought years 
“ But. increases in population 
and usage have probably cut 
that down.’’ Alcock said “ It’s 


been two years now and they 
project another four years re­ 
main if the drought conditions 
co n tin u e. That la st y ea r, 
though, w ould be a w fu lly 
sm all.’’*

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SAMTEC missile control 
staff adds new officer 


The countdown progresses. 
‘ ‘Three.. .two.. .one.. .liftoff I” 
Miles away from the launch 
pad in a room crammed with 
electronics sits an Air Force of­ 
ficer. The atmosphere is tense, 
An inch from his fingertip, 
housed in a shallow metal well 
built into the console, is a 
toggle switch. One push on that 
switch would tm asform the 
m agnificent, 
multi-million 
dollar booster riding into space 
atop a searing column of flame 
into a hailstorm of broken, 
burned and tw isted pieces 
tumbling back to earth. And he 
watches... 
He is Captain David P. Knott, 
the Space and Missile Test 
Center’s (SAMTEC) newest 
Missile Flight Control Officer. 
Known in the space and missile 
b u s i n e s s a s a 
“ M F C O ” 
(pronounced ((Mif-co” ), Cap­ 
tain Knott is one of five Air 
F o rce officers assigned to 
SAMTEC in that capacity. The 
MFCO is responsible for assur- 
ing 
th a t 
l a u n c h e s 
fr o m 
Vandenberg do not endanger 
life or property. It is a very 
simple description of a task 
that is anything but simple. 
Prior to any launch ceration 
on SAMTEC’s Western Test 
R a n g e , fro m 
the sim ple 
BOMARC target drone to the 
mammoth Titan III-D space 
booster, comprehensive and 
painstaking preparations are 
made to assure each vehicle’s 
flight-worthiness and the Air 
Force's ability to terminate 
that flight at any point if it 
should become unsafe. At least 
two sets of explosive charges, 
each with its own radio 
receiver and 
actuator, are 
placed aboard every vehicle 
launched. In the event of a 
malfunction during flight, the 
MFCO actu ates the toggle 
s w i t c h on 
his c o n s o l e , 
which causes a radio command 
to be transmitted to the vehicle. 
The flight then terminates in a 
fiery explosion long before it 
can endanger life or property. 
The decision to terminate a 
flight is made solely by the 
MFCO Seated in a room cram ­ 
med with plot boards, television 
screens, strip chart recorders 
and computer-related equip­ 
ment. he monitors each flight 
like a circling hawk watches a 
rabbit. Due to the speed at 
w hic h 
l a u n c h e s 
f r o m 
Vandenberg travel, 15 seconds 
of powered flight can result in 
debris impact as far away as 
Santa Maria, some 25 miles to 
the northeast. There simply is 
no time for consultation before 
a destruct decision must be 
made. 
Initial tracking of a vehicle is 
done by television. Six seconds 
after launch, radars located on 


high mountain peaks s u r­ 
rounding the launch are a 
acquire the vehicle which until 
now had been shielded from 
view by hills, antennas and 
other objects known as “ground 
clutter.” Radar and telemetry 
data are fed to huge computer 
s y s t e m s l o c a t e d in s id e 
SAMTEC’s Operations Center 
where it is displayed on the plot 
b o a r d s and s t r i p c h a r t 
recorders. From the plot 
boards the MFCO can deter­ 
mine where the booster is, 
which direction it is headed, 
and where, if the flight is ter­ 
minated. the debris will fall. 
Data is updated by the com­ 
puters every one-tenth of a se­ 
cond. 
F r o m th e s t r i p c h a r t 
reco rd ers the MFCO can 
observe the missile’s yaw, pitch 
and roll rates, how much pres­ 
sure the engines are develop­ 
ing, and other critical technical 
factors which directly effect 
the flight. MFCO decisions con­ 
cerning the flight’s fate are 
based on this data. 
Just what kind of a man is a 
MFCO? Although there is no 
such thing as an “average” 
MFCO, SAMTEC’s five possess 
undergraduate degrees in 
engineering. All have or are 
working on advanced degrees, 
and some have earned more 
than one. Their backgrounds 
are diverse — areas of exper­ 
tise represented include mis­ 
siles. aircraft, computers, 
e l e c t r o n i c s , c o n t r a c t u r a l 
p r o c e d u r e s , 
m e c h a n i c s , 
engineering and communica­ 
tions. With an average age of 


30, they are not newcomers to 
the Air Force; most have from 
seven to IO years of service. All 
are married and have children. 
Preparations for a launch 
start many years in advance. 
The MFCOs participate in the 
design and development of ord­ 
nance, command destruct 
systems, tracking system s 
(known as beacons), missile 
breakup and telemetry analysis 
and many other technical fac­ 
tors which affect a flight. It is 
estimated that 90 per cent of 
the MFCO’s job is performed 
prior to the countdown and 
launch, with the remaining IO 
per cent dedicated to critical 
flight activities. 
A year of concentrated effort 
is involved in training a MFCO. 
A fledgling MFCO begins by 
studying the theory behind the 
tools of his trade. He becomes 
acquainted with what he is try­ 
ing to protect against, and how, 
and visits each of the Western 
Test Range’s 13 instrumenta­ 
tion sites which feed him the 
data required to discharge his 
responsibilities. He becomes in­ 
timately familiar with all of 
Vandenberg^ 27 launch sites. 
After the familiarization 
period, he acts as an observer 
at the two television tracking 
sites, reporting data to the 
acting Missile Flight Control 
Officer for eight launches

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Africa's most helpless refugees 
No place for the widows of Uganda 


NAIROBI - (NEA) - 
Usually when Africans gather 
together the conversation 
quickly flows with animation 
and gaiety and laughter com­ 
es easily. But not on the drab 
second floor of the Trust Man­ 
sions building in downtown 
Nairobi. 
Here, in the peeling, walk­ 
up reception room of die Joint 
Refugee Services of Kenya, 
f r ig h te n e d 
c ro w d s 
of 
b e w ild e r e d 
S o m a lis , 
Ethiopians, Ugandans and 
others who have fled civil 
wars and oppression come to 
register, obtain mattresses 
and blankets, seek employ­ 
m e n t and re c e iv e th e ir 
meager monthly dole 
Refugees are always a 
pathetic lot. but perhaps the 
most lost and helpless here 
are the widows of Uganda, 
whose husbands are the 
known or presumed victims of 
President Idi Amin s con­ 
tinuing reign of savage terror. 
Like most refugees of any 
tim e and any place, the 
widows of Uganda bring with 
them alm ost no personal 
possessions other than what 
they could carry across the 
border in small bags, even 
though many were the wives 
of w ell-to-do, propertied 
professionals 


But unlike many of the 
o th e rs — th e d o c to rs , 
te a c h e rs, m an ag ers, ad­ 
vanced university students — 
the widows lack one valuable 
possession: a m arketable 
skill 
‘‘There never is a shortage 
of places for professionals, 
says Kmga Wamwendia. ex 
ecutive secretary of Joint 
Refugee Services, which is 
funded by the World Council 
of Churches 
We place all 
doctors immediately, we (in 
Kenya) have many self-help 
schools that need teachers and 
the school-age refugees are 
not much difficulty 
“The military (from Ugan­ 
da) are a difficulty because 
they can’t get in the Kenyan 
military But the women — 
well, even though some are 
educated, they just don’t have 
the skills that people want.” 
The ebb and flow of widows 
into Kenya and the tribes to 
which they and their husbands 
belonged usually tells much of 
what is going on in their 
troubled country. 
The first great wave of 
refugees came soon after 
Amin seized power early in 
1971 and most belonged to the 
Acholi and Lango tribes, 
which were considered loyal 
to ousted President Milton 


Obote. About half of the ar­ 
my’s entire force belonged to 
these two tribes and most — 
an estimated 5,000 — were ex­ 
ecuted on Amin’s order. 
By June of this year, accord­ 
ing to Wamwendia, the flow 
of Ugandan refugees had 
dropped to about 15 a day But 
suddenly that number jumped 
to 25 and widows whose 
husbands were members of 
the Baganda and Basoga 
tribes began to show up in in­ 
creasing numbers 
Soon it became known to the 
outside world from stories 
pieced together from refugee 
sources that an unsuccessful 
attempt on Amin’s life had 
been mounted in mid-June and 
that the vengeful “ Life 
President’’ blamed elements 
in the air force for planning 
the aborted coup. The Bagan­ 
da and Basoga tribes were 
well represented in the air 
force 


But from whatever tribe 
they came, the widows of 
Uganda tell a common, dread­ 
ful story 


Few know for sure whether 
their husbands are dead They 
do know their husbands were 
first harassed, then arrested 
and then simply vanished. In 
most cases they do not know 


whether their husbands were 
r e a lly g u ilty of a n t i­ 
government activity, but they 
tend to presume not. Usually 
th ey 
w e r e 
q u e stio n e d 
r e p e a te d ly 
a fte r th eir 
husbands’ arrest and in some 
cases were detained and 
physically abused. 
“I supposed he was shot," 
they say when asked what they 
believe happened to their 
husbands 


If their husbands are dead, 
this is about the best they can 
hope for. For they are all 
aware of the authenticated 
horror stories of prolonged 
torture, beatings with sledge 
h a m m e rs , 
m u tila tio n s , 
beheadings and cannibalism 
But they try not to think about 
that. 
“ I suppose he was shot," 
thev answer 
• * • ♦ 
Agnes is a typical military 
widow She crossed the border 
in May after her husband, a 
sergeant-major, was arrested 
on a charge of stealing am ­ 
munition He was a member 
of the Baganda tribe 
Army investigators return­ 
ed several times to question 


her, but her husband never 
returned. When she was warn­ 
ed by friends that her own life 
was in danger she took her 8- 
month-old baby and fled to the 
border, where district of­ 
ficials directed her to Nairobi. 
She had no friends in Kenya. 
She is 21. 
Agnes told her story in tear­ 
ful. barely audible Swahili 
while sitting in Wamwendia s 
tiny office. As an uneducated 
young woman she knows only 
how to be a wife and mother 
and, unlike most educated 
Ugandans, speaks no English. 
a decided disadvantage in 
Kenya She had come to ask 
for an advance on her 350- 
shilling monthly allowance. 
The allowance, which equals 
about $44, is her only income. 
“She is having a very dif­ 
ficult tim e,’’ Wamwendia 
said She had been paying 100- 
shillings a month for one 
room, but now has been asked 
to leave She simply will pack 
up her baby and walk through 
the village suburbs of Nairobi 
until she finds another room. 
• • * • 
Both Mary, 19. and her hus­ 
band were members of the 


Lango tribe, but he was not in 
the army and so they both sur­ 
vived Amin’s initial bloodlet­ 
ting. 
But last year, at age 22, 
after graduating from college 
and working only five months 
in the Ministry of Culture and 
Community Development, her 
husband was arrested without 
reason and vanished. 
"Maybe he got into trouble 
with the government because 
he was so serious about his 
work and the rest weren’t — I 
just don’t know,” Mary said 
as she waited in the Joint Ser­ 
vices reception room 
"They came for him at 
night and tied him by the 
fingers and threw him in a 
lorry," she recalled. "I sup­ 
pose he was shot.” 
Before he disappeared, 
Mary’s husband was making a 
junior civil servant’s salary of 
1,800-shillings a month. Now 
she too is living on 350- 
shillings a month. 
"If I could get a job I would 
be so happy.” Mary speaks 
p a ssa b le 
E n g lish , 
good 
Swahili and took some univer­ 
sity courses in typing and 
shorthand, but does not have 


the certificate needed to apply 
for a clerical job. 
* * * * 
Mildred crossed the border 
in 1974 after two years of 
harassment and has been 
lucky enough to find a clerk’s 
job with the Joint Refugee 
Services. She makes 900- 
shillings a month, but is pay­ 
ing 450-shillings for a tiny, 
one-room apartment. Being 
skilled and employed she can 
borrow from her employer. 
In 1972 Mildred’s husband 
was a doctor at Uganda’s ma­ 
jor, government-run hospital. 
When the country’s leading 
eye specialist was murdered 
by the government her hus­ 
band took part in a protest 
strike. Soon after he was 
arrested, released and put on 
unpaid leave, arrested again 
and then vanished 
During the next two years 


Mildred and her four children 
were put under house arrest, 
she was unable to work and 
was repeatedly questioned. 
In early 1974 Amin’s agents 
showed up at the funeral for 
her eldest son on the pretext 
of finding her husband. They 
beat up all those present and 
Mildred was jailed for two 
days in a completely bare 
room and then released, but 
still under house arrest. 
An army lieutenant and 
family friend, warning that 
she was in personal danger, 
smuggled Mildred and her 
youngest son to the border in a 
military van. He told her 
guards he was taking her in 
for further questioning. 
And what of her husband? 
"I still have hope that he is 
alive But I think he was kill­ 
ed. 
“I suppose he was shot. 


Are new video projectors 
television of the future? 


OSAKA - (LENS) - From 
the 
Japanese 
companies 
that brought you pint-size 
television sets and transistor 
radios comes the video pro­ 
jector, a new-old sort of 
mammoth set which you 
may be able to buy for as 
little as $1,000 five years 
from now. New, since the 
video projector has never 
been mass marketed for 
home use before - but old, 
because Matsushita Electric 
(makers of National and 
Panasonic brand goods) and 
Sony have gone back to 
basics to rejig a technology 
first developed by Philips in 
the early days of television. 


Matsushita and Sony have 
locked horns before, most 
recently in pioneering video 
tape recorders (VTRs) for 
home use, the latest rage in 
home electronics in both Ja­ 
pan and America. A system 
for use with European tele­ 
vision sets will be on sale 
next summer. Enthusiasts 
expect there will eventually 
be one rn every television 
household. 


M atsushita 
m arketing 
men expect that video pro­ 
jectors will get only I to 2 per 
cent of the American market 
for large-size television sets 
- and even less in Europe. 
That’s enough for one Mat­ 
sushita factory in Osaka, 
which is operating flat out to 
build color sets, to make 
space for a video projector 
assembly line which may 
start up next spring. The 
first sets will go to Japanese 
classrooms, but Matsushita 
hopes to start selling in 
America in a year. The total 
video projector market in 
the United States in 1976 was 
about 15,000 sets, 80 per cent 
in homes. The market is 
split between the specialized 
maker Advent (6,000 sets 
sold), and 27 other even 
more specialized makers. 
But so far, no major United 


Night patrols 
used to spot 
deer poachers 


GRASS VALLEY (UPI) - 
Game warden Frank James 
peers through the inky night 
with his binoculars to the Sierra 
Nevada foothills 6.000 feet 
below and tells the pilot to bring 
the plane around for another 
look 


What sparks Jam es’ curiosity 
is light. Another pass will tell 
him whether it is a beam from a 
ranch house, a c a r on a 
secluded lovers’ lane — or a 
deer poacher. 


The flight is part of what the 
Department of Fish and Game 
in Sacramento calls a "feasibil­ 
ity study" to determine if night 
air patrols can help halt the 
ravage of poachers with spot­ 
lights 


But to Jam es — who es­ 
timates spotlighters annually 
kill twice the number of deer 
taken legally in California — 
this is no study. He, and 
wardens on the ground, say the 
idea works and should be ex­ 
panded. 


But this night the poachers 
are lying low 
The veteran 
warden mildly curses the quiet 
and occasionally showers the 
plane cockpit in yellow light as 
he ignites a Lucky Strike 


The darkness in the woods 
could be attributed to use of 
citizens band radios and police 
band scanners that perm it 
listeners to keep track of the 
plane and wardens in patrol 
cars, he says. 
On busy nights, perhaps half a 
dozen lights are spotted and 
several times nocturnal hunters 
have been stopped with dead 
bucks or does in their posses­ 
sion and blood on their hands 


States corporation is devel­ 
oping a video projector for 
home use which will be 
cheap, have a large screen, 
but yet does not take up too 
much space. Advent’s video 
p rojectors 
h ave 
la r g e 
screens (84-inch diagonally) 
but sell for $4,000 and are 
really much more like a film 
projector than a television 
set. 


A Sony model has been on 
sale for 18 months in both 
Japan and the United States 
at $2,500, but fewer than 500 
sets were sold last year. It 
has a 42-inch screen, and 
color and resolution are far 
inferior to Advent’s three- 
tube system. Sony has now 
developed a three-tube sys­ 
tem (sold in Japan but not 
yet in the United States). 
But it costs about $25,000 and 
has a 120-inch screen - not 
exactly ideal for any home. 
Matsushita's screen mea­ 
sures 60 inches, substan­ 
tially larger than the biggest 
(26-meh) non-projection sets 


now in common use. The 
scientists who developed the 
system boast that the set 
offers a clearer and brighter 
picture than present televi­ 
sion systems, all of which 
have a 270-line resolution 
compared with a minimum 
320-line 
re so lu tio n 
for 
Matsushita’s video. 
Do you want a 60-inch 
screen there in your living 
room? Japanese would, but 
their homes are too small. A 
recent 
survey 
suggested 
that the American market 
for large-size television sets 
could grow to 9 trillion units 
by 1982, so that if the video 
projectors get 2 per cent, 
sales would be about 200,000 
a year. Matsushita will sell 
its video at between $3,000 
and $4,000 in America, but 
thinks it can halve the price 
in real terms by 1982 if the 
market develops as expect­ 
ed. If it does better, the price 
could come down to the 
$1,000 level, or about the 
going rate for a Sony or 
Matsushita VTR.

He long ago gave up smok­ 
ing, for exam ple, so he can 
afford his electricity bill. 
Early on, Geller’s princi­ 
pal problem was that few in 
the area took him seriously. 
Here was a near-sighted ec­ 
centric trying singlehand­ 
edly to establish the only 
radio station in Gloucester, 
who at tim es had to piece his 
programs together by scour­ 
ing record shops for bargain 
releases. The concensus was 
harsh: it couldn't be done. 
And though WVCA has 
stayed on, advertisers stay 
away. Those who do want 
airtime often want Geller to 
charge them twice, his regu­ 
lar fee, then double that 
amount so that they might 
collect a profit of their own 
from their parent com pa­ 
nies; Geller refuses to "dou­ 
ble bill," however; hence his 
operation has not in a dec­ 
ade been out of the red. 
No doubt Geller would 
prosper more if he had more 
time to spend on incidentals 
such as revenue raising. But 
federal 
rules forbid 
him 
from leaving his program­ 
ming unattended, and at age 
54, after long days over his 
ancient microphone, Getter 
says he can’t hustle as in 
bygone tim es. To meet his 
debts, then, he often cuts his 
groceries. 
By the way, Geller’s gro­ 
ceries are kept on a card 
table a few feet from the 
turntable. The debris of in­

personal testimonies. Geller 
said his audience did not 
want the news, tim e or 
weather; "They just want 
good music." The hearing 
judge was largely sympa­ 
thetic. 
The trial of WVCA is not 
yet ended. The license ver­ 
dict is expected som etim e in 
December. Until then, at 
least, Geller will go it as 
usual, which is to say alone 
and his way. He may add a 
bit more in public affairs 
programming, but he re­ 
fuses to do more airtime 
talking; 
"Everyone," 
he 


says with a sigh, "hates to 
hear my voice." 
Not that he’s against all 
change. In spite of the shaky 
status of his license, he says 
he wants to expand pro­ 
gramming to seven days a 
week. He also hopes to build 
a higher tower, which will 
use less power but transmit 
his signal over greater dis­ 
tances. Then one day, when 
he’s rich, he’d like to go to 
fully 
automatic 
program­ 
ming. 
But all this is down the 
road. Right now the empha­ 
sis is on survival. Wattage 
rates are skyrocketing, rent 
has gone up, and Geller, a 
diabetic, says he is always 
dog tired. The situation is so 
bad the lifelong bachelor 
says he may have to make 
the ultimate sacrifice: 
"I 
may have to get married; I 
could use the help around 
here." 
No doubt WVCA’s audi­ 
ence hopes for nuptials also. 
Listeners worry endlessly 
about Simon Geller’s one 
man FM band. Once when 
he closed the station to go to 
the hospital, frantic listen­ 
ers had police break down 
his studio door to see if he 
had 
died 
at 
the 
mike; 
•Simon," wrote a devotee 
afterward, "don’t you ever 
get sick again!" 


WASHINGTON-! LENS ) - 
The 
Republican 
national 
committee recently voted 
overwhelmingly to oppose 
the ratification of the new 
canal treaties with Panama;

In Washington it 
has only 38 senators and 146 
representatives; 
it 
holds 
only 12 of the 50 governor­ 
ships; its share of members 
of the state legislatures is 
under a third. And it is at 
local level that new talent is 
discovered 
and 
groomed. 
Ford could claim the votes 
of only about IO per cent of 
the blacks who went to the 
polls. 


The progress m ade by the 
party in the South in the past 
decade 
has 
been 
swept 
away; 
where 
Democrats 
once changed their alle­ 
giance to Republican, there 
is now a trickle the other 
way. 
Big 
business, 
with 
which the party is identified, 
to its cost, was realistic 
enough last year to give die 
lion’s share of its campaign 
contributions to the Demo­ 
crats. 
Even 
the 
middle 
class,

chief 
resource, is chilly. 
Former Sen. Bill Brock of 
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Tennessee, the head of the

Besides Jackson, catcher Thurman 
Munson, the team captain, can also be 
expected back in Yankee pinstripes for 
the 10th straight season despite his 
request to be traded to Cleveland so he 
can be closer to his family. 
Centerfielder Mickey Rivers has 
repeatedly asked to be traded, but again 
the Yankees don’t seem too eager to ac­

Then there’s Mike Torrez, the “other ’ 
World Series hero who pitched two 
complete-game victories over the 
Dodgers, including Tuesday night s clin­ 
cher TTie big Mexican right-hander is 
still unsigned and it s no secret Torrez’ 
performance has greatly enhanced his 
bargaining power 
Among those Yankees likely not to 
return next year include leftfielder Roy 
White, right-hander Ed Figueroa and 
designated hitter Dave Kingman. 
White, the oldest Yankee in the point of 
service to the club, slumped at bat badly 
at the end of the season and lost his left 
field job to Lou Piniella. He and 
Figueroa, a 16-game winner who was 
miffed over being passed over for a 
World Series start, are likely to be 
packaged in a trade for some additional 
pitching help Kingman, a late-season 
designated hitter pickup, failed to come 
to terms with Steinbrenner and will be 
cut loose to make his own deal 
i 9 
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Meanwhile. Steinbrenner is ready to 
dip heavily into the free agent market 
this year. 
The Yankees are known to covet right- 
handed relief ace Rich Gossage of the 
Pittsburgh Pirates in addition to Min­ 
nesota Twins outfielder Lyman Bos took, 
who would fit nicely into White’s left 
field spot and allow Piniella to go back to 
being a DH. 
Money may buy the Yankees more 
good players, but it is doubtful it can buy 
them happiness That can only come 
from within and it’s already apparent 
that, although Steinbrenner may have no 
regrets, his world champion players do 
“I’d like to win this thing again next 
year,” said third baseman Craig Net­ 
tles “But I’d like to do it without all the 
problems we had this year.”

“We started Haden last week 
(against the Saints) because 
Joe Namath’s knees kept him 
from practicing and we felt we 
needed a little change.

Namath himself said he was 
ready to play against the Saints 
and Knox, obviously, is trying 
to ease the blow to his pride 
that must have come with his 
demotion.

After 
watching Jackson in the 
field awhile, the Orioles’ 
manager said. “He’s right.” 
Like everyone else, though, 
Weaver is in love with 
Jackson’s bat... 
The Best Team Money Can 
Possibly Buy isn’t through 
buying yet, meaning the 
Yankee dollar will be in 
great evidence again two 
weeks from now when the 
clubs start falling all over 
• themselves, seeing which of 
the free agents they can 
make instant millionaires in 
the re-entry draft. Bowie 
Kuhn, like big brother, is 
watching for any signs of 
tam pering, so G eorge 
Steinbrenner is being es­ 
pecially careful about men­ 
tioning any free agents who 
may appeal to him. But the 
man who spent all that 
m oney to get R eggie 
Jackson, Catfish Hunter and 
Don Gullett thinks any criti­ 
cism by other owners of the 
way the Yankees went out 
and bought themselves a 
world championship is 
nothing more than sour 
grapes. “Free agency is part 
of baseball.” says Steinbren­ 
ner. “That makes it every 
bit as much of the game as 
what takes place on the 
field. You saw San Diego, 
Montreal. California and 
Kansas City competing right 
up there with us in the last 
free agent draft, didn’t you? 


I think you’ll see Cincinnati 
in there this time.”... 
Last year, there were only 
24 free agents to choose 
from. This year, with six- 
year players and certain 
minor leaguers thrown in, 
the total probably will run 
closer to IOO. The four top 
p layers a v a ila b le are 
reliever Rich Gossage, who 
did so well for the Pirates 
this year, outfielders Lyman 
Bostock and Larry Hisle 
from the Twins and Mike 
Torrez, who wrapped up the 
World Series finale for the 
Yanks Tuesday night. Gos- 
sage’s asking price with the 
Pirates was $2.7 million over 
seven years, with $500,000 of 
that up front, at which point 
they wished him luck... 
All different kinds of 
conditions are being written 
into player contracts these 
days. One National League 
club has a provision included 
whereby the salary of one of 
its players is reduced $25,000 
if he smokes tobacco of any 
sort. He can chew all he 
likes, though... 
Don Sutton claims three 
men carried the Dodgers all 
year long. “You take away 
Dusty Baker, Reggie Smith 
and Bill Russell and we’d 
have finished in the cellar,” 
says Sutton... 
Tug McGraw knows exact­ 
ly how the Dodgers feel los­ 
ing the World Series, having 
felt the same way himself 
when the Phillies were 
beaten by them in the 
National League playoff. 
“It’s like a death in the 
family,” says the Phils’ 
reliever. “There are three 
phases you go through — 
shock, depression and accep­ 
tance. and of the three. I’m 
not sure which is worst.”... 
Thurman Munson can 
forget about being traded to 
Cleveland so he can be close 
to home. To begin with, the 


Indians don’t have the 
players to give the Yanks in 
return and secondly, they’re 
having enough trouble pay­ 
ing Wayne Garland’s $2 
million salary without tak­ 
ing on another one like Mun­ 
son’s. Now if Yankee Presi­ 
dent Gabe Paul wants to go 
back to Cleveland, that’s 
another story. One group in­ 
terested in buying the In­ 
dians would like to have 
Paul in with them. He was 
with Cleveland from 1961 un­ 
til 1966 and still is fond of the 
city... 
I like the story Tim 
McCarver. the Phillies’ pop­ 
ular receiver, tells about the 
time he and Bob Gibson 
were with the Cardinals and 
went over to talk with some 
of the pitchers at one of the 
club’s minor league camps. 
“There was this one young 
pitcher who said everything 
was fine and he had no trou­ 
ble at all when he was warm­ 
ing up on the sidelines, but 
once he got into a ball game 
and became aware of all the 
people in the stands he 
couldn’t throw naturally

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Jackie on uncharted, lively course 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Mrs. 
Jacqueline O nassis, newly un­ 
employed, appears to be moving 
into an uncharted but lively chapter 
of her life influenced by syndicated 
columnist Pete Hamill, her constant 
escort 
Not that Hamill, an unrelenting 
critic of the American Establish­ 
ment who lived until recently with 
activist actress Shirley MacLaine, 
has proposed m arriage to the 
former First Lady. There are those 
who say Mrs. Onassis will never 
marry again, preferring to remain 
the eternal relict of President John 
F Kennedy and Greek shipping ty­ 
coon Aristotle Onassis. 
But she has asssumed a new life 
style with Hamill. She makes many 
more public appearances with him 
than with any other escort in her 
two widowhoods. She obviously 
enjoys his company, appearing 
more vivacious and more beautiful 
than ever. 


In this she follows the lead of her 
widowed sister. Princess Lee Rad- 
ziwill, who is the exclusive compa­ 
nion of Peter Tufo, an attorney who 
serves as New York City Commis­ 
sion of Corrections, in charge of all 
city prisons. 
Tufo, a Chicagoan of plebeian 
Italian desceent, was formerly 


married to an heiress of the Gar­ 
diner family, hereditary lords of the 
17th century manor of Gardiner’s 
Island off Long Island. Hamill has 
no such link to blue bloodlines. 
Brooklyn bom, he started his career 
as an ad agency production and art 
assistant. He was married to a 
Puerto Rican, but now is divorced. 
His column regularly depicts the 
plight of America’s depressed racial 
minorities, including the Hispanics. 
He is a man of considerable 
charm and writing talent which is 
earning him a small fortune this 
vear. His Chicago Tribune-N.Y. 
News Syndicate column appears in 
the New York Daily News and a 
dozen oth ar papers and he has writ­ 
ten a novel, “Flesh and Blood,” due 
for publication by Random House 
N ov. 21. B antam B ooks has 
purchased the soft cover rights for a 
reported six-figure sum. 
Mrs. Onassis won a $26 million 
settlement from the estate of Onas­ 
sis last month after a hard-won out- 
of-court battle with Onassis’ only 
heir, daughter Christina. Mrs. Onas­ 
sis resigned last week from her 
editorial job at Viking Press in 
protest to the publishing firm’s new 
n o v e l, “ S h a ll We T e ll the 
President.” 
The book by Jeffrey Archer, a 
former member of the British 


Parliament, is sensational in its 
depiction of an assassination plot 
against “President” Ted Kennedy in 
1981 (a plot that is aborted). Mrs. 
Kennedy objected to reports that 
she, a former member of the Ken­ 
nedy family, had acceded to publica­ 
tion of such tasteless fiction. 


With her career future in doubt. 
Hamill is expected to provide strong 
guidance. Mrs. Onassis is not one to 
rest on her laurels — one Viking 
book on imperial Russian fashion 
entitled, “In the Russian Style.” She 
has definite ideas for other books 
and Hamill could be helpful in their 
formulation. 


Marriage in the near future to a 
public figure of less than first rank, 
such as Hamill, seems to be a 
remote chance for Mrs. Onassis 
after having been First Lady and 
wife of one of the world’s richest 
men. But her marriage to Onassis, 
much older than she and of shady 
business reputation, also was a 
shocker for Jackie fans. 


“ D o n ’t u n d er ra te her in ­ 
dependence,” a close friend told 
UPI, referring to Hamill. “She 
would find it hard to top her record 
of husbands in the news Maybe she 
will opt for someone quite dif­ 
ferent.”

(LENS) - A group of scien­ 
tists has been caught break­ 
ing the safety rules for 
genetic engineering. 
This controversial tech­ 
nique for inventing new spe­ 
cies of animal and plant life 
may prove to be one of the 
most important technologi­ 
cal breakthroughs of the 
century, but there are risks, 
albeit sm all, that some of 
the wonderful new species 
produced may also be viru­ 
lent new diseases. 
The National Institutes of 
Health has laid down safety 
guidelines, and the breach of 
these will reinforce the argu­ 
ment for legislation to make 
them compulsory. But the 
bills going through Congress 
to achieve this are new en­ 
countering delays. 
The breach illustrates the 
c o m p e titiv e 
p r e s s u r e s 
among genetic engineers. 
The scientists - From the 
University of California, San 
Francisco - have already 
started a company to exploit 
their discoveries. The poten­ 
tial hazard occurred during 
the artificial manufacture of 
rat insulin, possibly the most 
dramatic product of genetic 
engineering this year. It is a 
major step towards making 
human insulin for treating 
diabetics. 
The 
scientists 
were in a hurry. They were 
competing against Harvard 
University for this prize. 
The guidelines are suppos­ 
edly very strict on the mi­ 
crobes that can be used in 
such experiments.

microbe called pMB9, and, 
in a style uncharacteristic of 
academics, announced their 
results with much fanfare to 
the press. Other scientists 
noticed, however that the 
experiment had been com­ 
pleted only three weeks af­ 
ter pMB9 finally got its NIH 
certification as safe. 
As it turned out, the team 
had conducted an earlier 
experiment, and then de­ 
stroyed it in mid-stream, 
because it was against the 
rules.

for gene theory. 
Another genetic discovery 
by American scientists, an­ 


nounced in last week’s Na­ 
ture magazine, shows how a 
bacterium is able to cause 
cancer in plants. It turns out 
that the bacterium does it by 
practicing its own version of 
the genetic engineering sci­ 
entists do in laboratories. It 
has genes in common with 
th* plant. The plant reads 
the bacterial genes, but gets 
the wrong m essage, making 
cancer cells on which the 
bacterium can feed.

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Influenza vaccine 
given to county 


Acceptance of 2,000 units of 
free influenza vaccine from the 
state to be made available 
without charge to high-risk pop­ 
ulation groups in the county has 
been voted by the Board of 
Supervisors. 
County Health Care Services 
D ire c to r L aw rence H art 
recommended approval of the 
vaccine (bivalved A/Victoria 
and B/Hong Kong Viruses). 
Dr. Hart said the U.S. Public 
Health Service recommends 
that the vaccine be made 
available to such groups. 
In contrast to last year when 
legislation established liability 
responsibility with the Federal 
g o v ern m en t, no sta te or 
Federal legislation exists this 
year relieving the county of 
liability for any injuries or il­ 
lness resulting from the flu in­ 
novation, Dr. Hart showed. 
The vaccine contains killed 
viruses and will therefore not 
cause influence illness, he ad­ 
ded. 
Supervisors were told that 
risk of death from the vaccine 
is about one in two million, less 
of a risk of being killed by 
lightning or being murdered in 
the United States today. 
In other matters, the super­ 
visors: 
—Set up procedures, ac­ 
cording to county counsel, 
whereby board can reappoint 
Owen S. Rice as director of the 
Santa M aria Valley W ater 
Conservation D istrict.

U.S. should commence 
digging life-giving wells 


COLUMBUS, OHIO - 
(NEA) — More than 97 per 
cent of the world's water is 
non-potable ocean And of the 
fresh water available, most is 
locked uselessly in glaciers 
and polar ice. Yet the situa­ 
tion is not entirely gloomy; 
the National Water Wells 
Association says mankind has 
plenty of untapped water un­ 
der its nose — that is, under 
the ground. 
Indeed, the association says 
the potential of American sub­ 
surface water alone is 
statistically staggering. Only 
.36 per cent of the fresh water 
in this country is contained in 
rivers and lakes; twenty 
times that much is buried in 
enormous aquifers, or reser­ 
voirs, within the first 2.5 
miles of the U.S. continental 
crust. 
Some of this water is 
already being used, of course. 
NWWA director Jay Lehr says 
Americans are digging wells 
at the rate of 750,000 a year 
Yet in the main, ground water 
use is moderate at best. Lehr 
says that Americans consume 
more than 375 billion gallons 
of fresh water daily, but only 
90 billion of it is from the 
ground. 
This moderate exploitation 
of subsurface water is foolish, 
l^ r insists He adds that it is 
also risky. Federal figures in­ 
dicate America has nearly 250 
quadrillion gallons of readily 
available ground water, or 
7,100 years worth at present 
consumption; 
NWWA 
suggests much more of it 
should be drawn to quench the 
national thirst. 
The suggestion seems 
reasonable. Lehr says ground 
water is far more clean than 
surface varieties. Also, it is 
usually produced “at a frac­ 
tion of the cost” of the water 
from lakes and rivers; NWWA 
has figures to prove that in 
some cases the cost of draw­ 
ing surface water is IO and 


even 20 times as expensive as 
sinking satisfactory wells 
Lehr says Europeans learn­ 
ed this decades ago. Ground 
water is the primary rather 
than secondary source in most 
old world nations. Yet in the 
U.S., where lakes and streams 
are more prolific, and visible, 
subsurface water remains vir­ 
tually a contingency re ­ 
source. Of A m erica’s IOO 
largest cities, only 18 get their 
water from the soil. 
Why the oversight? Lehr 
says it’s partly psychological: 
“River water can be seen, 
ground water cannot, and peo­ 
ple react accordingly.” 
Besides, Lehr adds, there is 
an unfortunate mysticism 
associated with ground water. 
"People think we get it by us- 
ing 
wa te r w i t c h e s , 
or 
something; 
we don’t of 
course, but it’s hard to change 
the image.” 
The image of ground water 
is also colored by a general 
belief that it is, in the overall, 
unreliable. Every time a well 
runs dry, the belief is rein­ 
forced. Lehr says the public 
education in this regard is 
woeful. Most wells that run 
dry, he says, are improperly 
dug; scientifically engineered 
wells almost inevitably 
recharge themselves. 
Today there should be no 
reason for unscientific wells. 
The era of the divining rod is 
over. Lehr says modem water

wells are dug with the same 
expertise and geological com­ 
petence as are oil wells Com­ 
puters are the waterwitches 
of the 1970s. Lehr says digging 
wells is every bit as advanced 
an art as constructing dams.

Rent control 
There is currently under 
way in Santa Barbara County 
a move to put a rent control 
measure on a June, 1978 ballot. 
The idea was spawned in the 
South Coast area and now 
promoters have been visiting 
the North County area to press 
for signatures from, primari­ 
ly, senior citizen groups. 


It is a fact that few renters 
or property owners realize the 
heavy costs rent control im­ 
poses on a community through 
lowered property values and 
reduction of the tax base. 
Rent controls will certainly 
bring a drop in the price of 
rental properties, usually ac­ 
companied by tax assessment 
decreases on such properties. 
Logically, this shifts the 
burden 
of 
su pporting 
municipal services and 
schools to the property taxes 


paid by sin g le - fa m ily 
homeowners. 
Also, any rent control 
program would be burdened 
by high administration costs, 
more aptly described as 
bureaucracy. The community 
must find funds to pay for such 
administrative costs and 
that’s tax money that could be 
devoted to far more produc­ 
tive enterprises. 
When landlords find their 
profits shrinking through rent 
controls, their first action will 
be to cut costs, such as 
maintenance. 
Buildings 
deteriorate. Property values 
plummet. Landlords become 
delinquent in paying property 
taxes. 
The costs of rent control 
make it a high price to pay for 
both renters and homeowners 
alike.

Lompoc's law library! 


The announcement late Tuesday that 
Lompoc’s legal profession was going to 
get an officially financed law library, 
was greeted with surprise and delight 
everywhere. 
Actually attorneys here have been pay­ 
ing for such a lib ras for years without 
enjoying the benefits 
directly . 
Funds 
siphoned off from fil­ 
ing fees in civil cases 
are regularly used to 
finance the purchase 
and maintenance of 
law book collections in 
the main library in 
Santa Barbara and at 
the branch library in 
Santa Maria. 
The law library now 
proposed for Lompoc 
is part of the contract 
for the new municipal court that will be 
in place a year from now. 
Books are bought and maintained by a 
fund generated by a portion of each $45 
filing fee in civil cases. The fee is broken 
down, $25 to the county, $10 for the court 
reporter. $3 for the judges’ retirement 
fund and $7 for the law library. 
Attorney Gene Huseman praised the 
announcement that Lompoc was going to 
get its own library. He noted that the 
books are expensive and that it’s expen­ 
sive to keep them updated. Up to the pre­ 
sent time, attorneys had to go to the 
branch library in the county building in 
Santa Maria or to the further distant one 
in Santa Barbara. Attorneys can borrow 
books from either library, as they would 
from the more conventional public 
libraries, but it can be a nuisance if the 
attorney needs information on the spur 
of the moment. 
The Lompoc announcement was so 
new Tuesday that no one seemed to know 
the details, hours of operation for exam­ 
ple and whether it would be staffed. 
Maureen McMann is one of the staffers 
in Santa Maria. She bubbled with delight 
when I told her about Lompoc’s good for­ 
tune. She sounded as though Lompoc 
good fortune was her good fortune. 
Sounds like a nice operation. 
McMann said attorneys are honest in­ 
dividuals as evidenced by the fact that 
the Santa Maria branch of the law 
library had no book losses last year. At­ 
torneys can get staff help in digging out 
the books they want during regular office 
hours, and for after hour use have keys 
to the front door. 


Members and friends of Lompoc 
Valley Botanic and Horticultural Society 
will hold forth in Lompoc Library next 
Tuesday night to offer their collective 
“ thank you” to the community for all the 
good things that have come their way 
since they began. Not the least of the 
blessings is the latest offer by Scouts of 
Troop 64 to aid in some of the more 
physical chores in the botanic garden at 
Ken Adam Park. Warren Arnold, society 
vice president tells me the scouts are go­ 
ing to undertake six tasks: I) Move 
gravel from the trails in front of the gar­ 
den to points farther afield. 2) Repaint 
some of the trail signs. S) Trim shrubs. 
4) Level and brace some of the retaining 
walls 5) Collect dead brush and pile it 
for hauling away. 6) Install wire mesh 
cages around some of the more 
vulnerable trees to protect them from 
small game. 


UPDATE: For those who follow such 
things, the federal government finally 
decided that a fullscale environmental 
impact report would be necessary for the 
upcoming enlargement and improve­ 
ment of Miguelito Channel. Readers may 
know that the channel rims north and 
south on V Street to carry flood waters of 
Miguelito Canyon to Santa Ynez River 
and thereby spare west valley lands 
from the periodic flooding that came in 


wet winters. Max Wilson, longtime 
president of the Lompoc Resource 
Conservation District says the require­ 
ment for the EIR won t add any time to 
the project 
Details on the timing 
through construction have not been 
figured out yet... It may be precipitous, 
but current files of the city approved the 
architecture and design of the new 
proposed Lompoc Municipal Court, but 
asked for further refinements of the 
landscaping. That was more than a year 
ago and unless the action got lost in the 
shuffle, the comity has not complied. 
Meanwhile the project goes forward ... 
Hal Hallett, a ranger at La Purisima 
Mission State Park, near Lompoc, has 
been promoted to a new post in 
Sacramento with the office of grants and 
assistance section of the state parks and 
recreation department. Friends and 
some readers may know that Hallett was 
one of the driving forces behind the 
Sierra Club in addition to his profes­ 
sional duties at the mission and was a 
member of the Lompoc Advisory Com­ 
mittee for the County General Plan. He 
had also expressed an interest in affairs 
of the new Lompoc Valley Botanic and 
Horticultural Society. Looks to me as 
though he’s left a hole that will be hard to 
fill ... It has almost completely escaped 
notice, but the elevator the county is go­ 
ing to build in the new county ad­ 
ministration building at Cypress Avenue 
and E Street, will be only the second one 
in Lompoc, if my information is correct. 
The other lifter is in the Holloway 
Medical building at Ocean Avenue and C 
Street. One wiseacre, noticing the an­ 
nouncement about the county elevator 
suggested that it will be so new and so 
unfamiliar in Lompoc that the county 
could defray part of the cost by charging 
admission for roundtrips to the 
building’s second floor and back down 
again ... Sites suggested in the sweep­ 
stakes to find a location for the proposed 
public garden: Lompoc Library, the 
Chamber of Commerce lot at Cypress 
Avenue and H Street ... A homeowner’s 
organization is springing up in Cebada 
Canyon in the wake of controversy over 
such things as downzoning, urban-rural 
limit lines and private rights versus 
public rights ... 


WASHINGTON - The private 
telephone calls of Panamanian 
strongman Omar Torrijos have been 
monitored by the U.S. Army for years. 
The eavesdropping has produced more 
bedroom banter, however, than inside in­ 
formation. 
Congress has been 
trying to subpoena the 
re su lts 
of 
the 
electro n ic 
s u r ­ 
veillance ever since it 
leaked out that the 
Army had been caught 
eavesdropping in 
Panama. But both the 
State and Justice 
Departments have 
joined the Army in 
blocking congressional 
access to this sensitive 
material. 
From our own inside sources, 
however, we have learned that the Army 
intercepted the telephone calls of just 
about every important official in 
Panama City. The monitoring was step­ 
ped up in 1973 when the Panama Canal 
negotiations began in earnest, with the 
Army snoops zeroing in on conversations 
that might deal with the treaty. 
Torrijos was a major target of the 
eavesdropping effort. All calls to and 
from his country home were monitored. 
A portrait emerged from the secret 
telephone transcripts of a roistering 
military dictator who drinks too much 
and loves too many, a conniver who has 
mastered the mechanics of intrigue 
without learning the art of governing. 
His phone was answered by a maid 
who called herself “ Abuela,” which 
means grandmother. It was difficult for 
callers to get through to Torrijos the 
Army found, because the maid would 
talk for hours to anyone who called. The 
eavesdroppers got bored listening to the 
maid’s endless conversations. 
Those who reached Torrijos, our 
sources say, included a number of 
women who talked as if they were his 
mistresses. The ruggedly handsome dic­ 
tator, with much macho, engaged these 
women in intimate bedroom talk. 
He also made many telephone calls 
while under the influence of liquor. 
Once at a dedication of a dam. Torrijos 
impulsively plunged into the water. 
Other officials joined him with great 
splashing and newspapers ran pictures of 
the dictator at play. 
But our sources learned from their 
surveillance that Torrijos was blind 
drunk at the time. His subordinates 
followed him into the water to minimize 
his embarrassment. 
We first got wind of the buggings in 
Panama several months ago. The calls 
were intercepted by trained operators 
from the 406th Company of the Army 
Security Agency. The monitoring equip­ 
ment was hidden in a small trailer on a 
remote hill in the Panamanian capital. 
Our sources insist that Ambassador 


Ellsworth Bunker, who headed the U.S. 
negotiating team in Panama, should 
have had knowledge of the electronic 
surveillance. The Army turned over 
records of the bugged conversations to 
the National Security Agency, which 
regularly briefed Bunker, they told us. 
There have been published allegations 
that one of the Army’s eavesdroppers 
sold the monitored conversations to the 
Panamanians. But our sources claim 
several Army officers sold out to the dic­ 
tator. The Army has never prosecuted 
these officers, the sources say, for fear 
of disclosing the sensitive surveillance 
operation. 
Footnote: The Army refused to com­ 
ment. Bunker also had nothing to say. 
BANKING BLUES: World bankers 
have suddenly discovered that they are 
teetering on a shaky financial limb. 
Western banks, including the U.S. bank­ 
ing colosssuses, are stuck with billions in 
bad and endangered loans. 
International bankers have told us the 
secret figures: $170 billion in bad loans, 
$290 billion in endangered loans/ This has 
produced a severe strain on the inter­ 
national financial system. 
The principal cause of the great credit 
crisis, of course, is the catapulting price 
of oil. Most nations have refused to 
reduce living standards to pay off the oil 
potentates. This has compelled these na­ 
tions to borrow heavily to meet their oil 
bills. 
U.S. loans to foreign countries have 
soared to a staggering $207 billion. Of 
that amount. $45 billion has gone to 


struggling Third World nations. Half 
the assets of the largest U.S. banks, 
which do most of the lending, are now in 
international operations. 
This heavy tide of foreign loans has 
left the big U.S. banks in a precarious 
position. Result: the money managers 
are scrambling behind the scenes in 
Washington to protect the banks from a 
financial crash. For major defaults 
overseas would cause shock waves that 
would rock the U.S. banking system. 
The Federal Reserve Board is 
manipulating the financial levers to 
bolster the banks. But the Fed, unfor­ 
tunately, has no control over the money 
supply outside the United States. 
Congress has also provided additional 
escape hatches for banks in the tax 
codes. Most of them are too complex to 
explain here. But the story is told in the 
statistics. 
A congressional study, not yet released 
to the public, notes that the effective tax 
rates of commercial banks has declined 
from 37 per cent in 1952 to about 15 per 
cent today. In 1975, nine of America’s 
largest banks paid only a 10.6 per cent 
tax rate. This means the rest of the tax­ 
payers must pay the taxes that the banks 
escape. 
The congressional investigation, 
spurred by Rep. Charles Vanik, D-Ohio, 
has uncovered a number of tax plums for 
the bankers buried in the fine print of the 
tax codes. These range from foreign tax 
credits to accelerated depreciation. To 
reduce taxes, banks have also been get­ 
ting into the tax-blessed business of 
equipment leasing.

Berry’s World 
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WASHINGTON — Beyond the backing 
and filling over an agreed formula tor a 
Geneva peace conference is a reality 
that counts far more in the Middle East 
than all the words spilled thus far. That 
is the United States aid program for 
Israel providing $1 billion in what are 
labeled 
foreign 
military sales credits. 
This is a clear signal 
of the U.S. intention to 
insure the existence of 
the Jewish state sur­ 
rounded by Arab 
enemies. It is current­ 
ly the third fiscal year 
in which $1 billion in 
arms sales and $800 
million in economic 
aid have been ap­ 
propriated for Israel. 
In theory, the arms 
money is to underwrite sales. Half of the 
total is, however, made an outright 
grant. The balance is not to be repaid for 
IO years, which will be an interest-free 
interval, so that when repayment begins 
the interest rate will be proportionately 
lower. 
Preparations have already begun for 
fiscal year 1979 and the expectation is for 
great pressure from Israel and from the 
Congress to increase the military total 
by at least a half billion dollars. The 
guess of those concerned with military 
sales is that this increase — along with 
all other budgetary increases — will be 
resisted by the Office of Management 
and Budget. 
The argument of the Israelis for an in­ 
crease is based on what in Pentagonese 
is known as the “ bean count.” They add 
up every plane, every tank, every gun in 
Arab hands from Libya through Syria 
and Iraq to come out with a total far ex­ 
ceeding what is in Israeli hands. That, at 
any rate, is their argument in public. 
Privately they express their profound 
concern over the future of their nation in 
terms of the casualties in another Middle 
East war, even though they would 
almost certainly win such a war. Israeli 
casualties in the 1972 Yom Kippur war 
would have been equivalent for the 
United States to a loss of 500,000. In a 
country of 3,500,000 that can mean ex­ 
tinction. 
In the Israeli military pipeline perhaps 
as much as $2 billion is in the planning 
and preparation stage Besides military 
material from the United States, the 
Israelis buy as much as $200 million a 
year from European suppliers 
Sources with every reason to know 
make the following statement: Over the 
next five years Israel will have a clear 
superiority over any combination of 
forces in the area. That is the response to 


pressures for a large increase in military 
aid. 
On the economic side, the weight of the 
arms burden and the loss in manpower of 
the men and women who must manage it 
is heavy. Of the $800 million in economic 
aid, $450 million is taken out of the loan 
category and made a gift. Preparation 
for the new budget is likely to see the 
same kind of pressure on the economic 
as on the military side. 
It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
Israel is a nation under arms. All males 
over age IS must serve in the military 
for three years, all women for two years. 
After their service they remain in the 
reserve until age 50, subject to one 
month of reserve duty every year. 
The military requirement is one 
reasoo for the virtually static population 
growth. As young people leave and the 
entry into the country falls, the net gain 
is 5,000 or, by some estimates, no gain at 
all. Short of a dramatic reversal, this 
makes wishful thinking of the claim of 
Gen. Ariel Sharon, minister of 
agriculture in the Begin cabinet, to put 
200,000 settlers in the “ liberated” West 
Bank of the Jordan. 
Hardships in Israeli life call for 
sacrifice which goes along with dedica­ 
tion to the cause of the Jewish homeland. 
Inflation today stands at 34 per cent. And 
while wages are indexed to take account 
of the rapidly rising price increases, it is 
hard to keep up with the month-to-month 
jump in the cost of necessities. 
Taxes are as high as any, except pos­ 
sibly those in Britain or Sweden. The 
margin of life is close to the bone. A 
Volkswagen, with purchase tax, costs 
$9,000. Gasoline is $1.50 to $2 a gallon, 
depending on quality and on the location 
of the pump. 
The only remaining surviving pool for 
Jewish emigration to the homeland is the 
Soviet Union, perhaps as many as 
3,000,000. 
One reason for Israeli resentment is 
the savage means used by Moscow to in­ 
timidate Jewish emigrants. An irony is 
the fact that nearly 50 per cent of those 
who do leave elect to go not to Israel but 
to the West, mainly to the United States. 
Is an outright military alliance, with a 
U.S. naval base at Haifa, an answer? 
Possibly, but it raises almost as many 
questions as it answers.

The drought 


WASHINGTON — (CNF) — The worst 
effects of the drought for many farmers 
could have been prevented if the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration had devoted more of its 
time and effort to the practical uses of 
space. 
The equipment could have been made 
available at relatively 
low cost for regular 
space monitoring of 
changing moisture 
levels in the soil over 
wide areas of the 
country. 
This would have 
provided early warn­ 
ing of danger spots. It 
would have given of­ 
ficials and farmers the 
time in some places to 
make emergency 
arrangements 
and 
some loss-cutting adjustments. 
The drought would still have been 
What could 
should not be 
overestimated. But the drought results 
would not have been quite so bad. 
It is understood that now — at this late 
date — NASA and the Department of 
Agriculture are planning to cooperate to 
do this monitoring, beginning a year and 
a half or so down the pike. 
Scientists for years have warned of in­ 
creasing droughts — which, indeed, have 
been no stranger to this country in the 
past. Why then had NASA staffed off this 
problem for so long? 
The answer lies deep in the history of 
the space agency. When the race was on 
to the moon and to explore the unknowns 
astronomers and other students had 
sought to understand for centuries. 
NASA attracted a body of top flight 
engineering and scientific talent 
matched in few places in the world. 
These were men with great curiosities 
and exceedingly high standards. They 
wanted, with all that was in them, to ex­ 
pand the frontiers of knowledge — no 
mean ambition. 
But there were penalties. So sold were 
they on the need to grasp this oppor­ 
tunity to gain new insight on the fun­ 
damentals of our universe, they gave the 
back of their hands to virtually every 
proposal which sought to divert satellites 
and other space instruments to practical 
use. 
There has been, to be sure, a space ap­ 
plications division. But it has been, on 
the whole, treated with disdain by the 
NASA hierarchy of theoretical scien­ 
tists. Despite the urgings of Congress, 
the applications division’s budgets have 
been kept low, its members put down. A 
close friend, a highly respected 
theoretical scientist in his own right, left 
space applications in despair — not at 
the technical challenges of his job which 
he enjoyed exceedingly — tart at the 
frustrations of being treated like a leper 
because of working for the “ practical.” 
The pity of it is that the earth 
resources program and allied space ap­ 
plications work could, at reasonable cost 
and within relatively short periods of 
time, bring us the data we sorely need to 
improve agriculture worldwide, make 
easier our search for oil gas, uranium 
and other needed raw materials and im­ 
prove greatly our utilization of water by 
hydroelectric power plants.
